Maysvllle looseleaf warehouses will 
resume the sale of tobacco on next 
Monday morning nnd official an- 
nouncement to this effect was made by 
the Maysvllle Warehouse Association 
this afternoon. 

The local warehousemen have al- 
ways said they were willing to do 
what the growers wanted them to do 
in this matter and they have pledged 
the growers that they would keep 
their warehouses closed until such a 
time as the growers thought they 
should be reopened, in view of the 
developments at Lexington yesterday 
and In vie wo fthe fact that all loose- 
leaf markets all around Maysvlllo are 
to reopen next Monday, the members 
o fthe Growers' county committee who 
have been seen are of the opinion that 
the Maysvllle warehousemen should 
be released from the pledge and asked 
to reopen. They point out that It 
would not be fair to the warehouse- 
men and would not be fair to the 
growers in this section to keep the 
market closed. 

The following petition from the 
Growers' Committee was this after- 
noon presented to tho officers of the 
Maysvllle Warehouse Association and 
Immediately upon receipt the officers 
officially announced the re-openlng on 
next Monday. 

We the undersigned precinct repre- 
sentatives of the Burley growers of 
Mason county desire to thank the 
Maysvllle Warehouse Association for 
Us spirit of loyalty and helpful co- 
operation in the growers fight for a 
cutout and better prices. We appreci- 
ate the help rendered and stunch sup- 
port given to the growers movement 
by each and every Mnysville ware- 
house. 

Inasmuch as the other markets of 



the state have Indicated their Inten- 
tion to reopen Monday, January 17th, 
which action was taken over the pro- 
test of the Maysvllle warehouses, we 
are of the opinion that our growers 
should have the same opportunity to 
market their tobacco and we request 
that the Maysvllle market open on 
that date. 

We deeply appreciate the assurance 
of the Warehouse Association that It 
holds Itself in readiness to continue 
this cooperation In the future.

to pay the warehouse charges.

GROWERS WILL 
CONTINUE FIGHT 
FIO CUTOUT 

Temporary Organization Is Perfected 
To Push Cutout of 1921 Crop — 

Local Mm Organization 

Committee. 

Lexington, Ky„ Jan. 14.— Sales will 
be resumed Monday morning In all 
looseleaf tobacco warehouses In the 
burley region, warehousemen of Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Ohio and Tennessee, 
meeting here yesterday, decided. The 
sales will eontinue for an Indefinite 
period, It was decided. 

After admitting defeat in their pres- 
ent attempt to hold the lftO crop, 
county committeemen from pructicall} 
every county in- the region chose 
Frank McVey, Versailles, to head 
their temporary organization, the pur- 
pose of which will be to work for an 
absolute cutout of the 1021 crop and 
to hold, if possible, the 1920 crop. 

The manufacturers will be able to 
use only three-fourths of the 1920 
crop, according to the report of the 
committee of twelve made to the 
growers here. One-fourth of the crop, 
about 75,000,000 pounds, will be de- 
clined because of its being of poor 
grade, the growers were told. 

Formation of the growers' organi- 
zation was placed in the hands of a 
committee composed of Stanley Itced. 
Maysvllle; \V. It. Button, Bedford; 
John Crockett. Sharpsburg; Ben 
Mylor, Sanders, and A. C. Bogie, Mt. 
Sterling, with members from Indiana 
Ohio and Tennessee to be chosen 
later. 

County Committeemen of the latest 
growers' body will begin a drive im- 
demlately to enlist every grower in a 
cutout movement it was decided. A 
resolution providing that the growers 
be asked to pledge themselves not to 
grow tobacco In 1921 or permit tobac- 
co to be grown on land under their 
control, as well as to hold the 1920. 
crop and refuse to sign anything that 
bound them not to dispose of the pres- 
ent crop, was adopted. 

This action rollowed adoption by 
the convention of growers' delegates 
immediately before their adjournment 
of resolutions framed by a subcom- 
mittee of the Executive Committee. 

David Prewitt, Fayette county ware- 
houseman, was permitted to explain 
tho position of the warehousemen in 
the matter, stating that warehouse- 
men realized their Interests and the 
interests of the growers were identi- 
cal and were ready to co-operate with 
the farmers. 

He closed by demanding to know 
what the growers had accomplished 
since their meeting last Friday and 
recounted what Lexington warehouse- 
men had done toward getting all mar- 
kets to close. 

J. N. Kehoe, Maysvllle banker, 
warehousemen and tobacco grower, 
declared that the growers did not need 
I any backing if they had backbone and 
urged thtm to continue In their work 
'■ for a cutout and to stick to their orig- 
inal plan with all the fight In them. 

He reminded them that the high 
prices paid for leaf In the last ten 
years was not due to the three-year 
pool, the plant-bed scraping or night- 
riding, but to the cutout. 

Three of the members of the "Big 
Four' 'tobacco buying Interests, the B. 
J. Reynolds. Liggett & Myers, Ameri- 
can and I/jrillard companies, had rep- 
resentatives confer with the commit- 
tee of Twelve. It was stated, and the 
fourth company Is expected to get In 
touch with the members of the com- 
mittee at once.
